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Council Offer May Hasten 


Railway Extension 


To hasten the extension of the railway line 
from Altona station to Harrington Square the Al- 
fona Council is ‘prepared to hear the cost of in- 
stalling boom barriers where the railway line will 
cross Grieve Highway. Cost is estimated at £12,000. 


This decision was reached following 
discussions with the Hon. E. R. Meagher, 
Minister of Transport, who inspected the 
location of the extension last week. 


The Government will not agree to a level cross- 
ing with flashing lights on Grieve Highway. It ap- 
pears the policy is that no more level crossings be 
created in Victoria. 2 


Therefore, grade separation 
has been suggested for the 
highway, but this would in- 
crease cost of constructing 
the line from £60,000 to 
£190,000. 


It is felt this increased cost 
would delay work on the pro- 
ject from 15 to 20 years, 

‘However, boom barriers are 
safer than lights and Mr. 
Meagfier indicated ‘that if a 
distinct offer for the cost of 
installing boom barriers is 
made he would endeavour to 
convince the Cabinet of the 
suitability for this crossing. 


At the meeting of council 
Jast Tuesday night Cr. H. W. 
Lee said it appears the chances 
of extending the line are very 
slim if they agree to grade 
separation. 


He said the council has con- 
sidered two other possibilities 
—firstly the closing of Grieve 
Highway and secondly, an 
offer to bear the cost of boom 
barriers. 

It was decided the highway 
must not be closed and Cr. 
Lee commented that a road 
overpass was not possible as

Cr. Lee considered it was

£12,000 for the cost of install- 
ing boom barriers. 

The motion was seconded 
by Cr. G. den Dulk who said 
this appears to be the only 
way the extension can be 
achieved within the next two 
years and the only way to ob- 
tain a favourable answer from 
the next session of Parlia- 
ment.

At the council meeting on 
Tuesday night, Cr.

Altona Mentioned 
in Parliament 


Two matters concerning 
Altona were raised in the 
Legislative Council ear- 
lier this month by the 
Hon. A. W, Knight, M2m- 


Yi ber for Melbourne West 


Province. He said— 


s 


“I urge the Government to 
ensure that some of the money 
allocated under Item 1 for 
schools and so forth is spent 
in the Melbourne West Prov- 
ince. I have directed atten- 
tion on previous occasions to 
the dilapidated condition of 
some of the old schools in 
that area on which urgent 
maintenance work is needed. 
I Should like to see some of 
this allocation used to speed 
up the construction of a special 
school in Altona for mentally 
retarded children.. The Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, whose pro- 
vince adjoins mine, has been 
confronted from time to time, 
as I have, by constituents who 
live in the area stressing the 
need for this: school, and it 
is hoped that it will be’ built 
this year. 


“Some time ago, I asked a 
question relating to the estab- 
lishment of a police station 
at Altona North, and I re- 
ceived advice that a central 
Police station would be estab- 
lished. I hope some move 
will be made for this to be 
constructed as. quickly as pos- 
sible. 


“Y point out that the Minis- 
ter of Mines should ensure 
that officers of the Mines De- 
partment accept responsibility 
in regard to controlling quarry 
ing and blasting. Suggestions 
have been made that the re- 
sponsibility lies with the local 
municipality, but the. Local 
Government Act precludes a 
municipality from exercising 
control over this type of in- 
dustry. I was called out re- 
cently by a constituent to in- 
spect damage caused by fiy- 
ing rocks as a result of activi- 
ties at Consolidated Quarries. 


“|fortiinatély, the woman whose 


property was damaged was 
hot hurt, She approached 
Williamstown City Council, 
and arrangements were made 
for a Mines Department officer 
to visit the area. The officer 
informed the woman that con- 
trol of blasting was the re- 
sponsibility not of the Mines 
Department but of the local 
council. 
of Agriculture to take steps to 


ment officers accept their re- 
sponsibility. 


“I now wish to refer to Item 
63, which covers subsidies to- 
wards capital expenditure in- 
cluding purchase of sites and 
provision of fittings, furniture 
and equipment, on pre-natal, 
infant welfare and pre-school 
centres. The amount paid by 
way of these subsidies has not 
been increased for a long time 
although costs have risen con- 
siderably. It is appreciated 
that this is a Govt. subsidy, 
but I urge the Government to 
examine the position with a 
view to enabling those associ- 
ated with these institutions to 
meet the increased costs they 
have to bear.”

The shallow Altona beach does not 
lend itself to launching large boats, but at 
least it provided novel entertainment for 
the beachfront supervisors last Friday.

On Thursday morning one 
half of a‘new barge was de- 
posited on the beach near 
Maidstone Street (could not 
fathom out if i¢ was the back 
or the front, even if barges 
have a back or front). 


Of course it was not the 
builders intention to launch 
the barge from Altona beach. 


Original ideas were for the 
barge to be roaded to either 
Williamstown or Geelong, but 
the appropriate authority re- 
fused to allow such a Joad on 
the highway and said it could 
only be taken along roady 
leading to the beach nearest 
the construction yard—this 
meant Altona beach. Final 


{destination was Geelong. 


Planning went ahead for an 
Altona launching. A tug was 
to do the heavy work of pull- 
ing the barge off the beach, 
across the sand bars and into 
deep water. But as in all plan- 
ning, things can go astray. 


The tug was-in dry dock, 
but was to have been refioa- 


ted ready for Thursday’s pull... 


However, the wharfles put 
their ‘spoke in the wheel” 
and the tug remained’ in. dry 
dock. : f 
So a launch was engaged 
for the big day. On Thurs- 
day it pulled, and pulled, and 
pulled, to no avail. Help was 
sought and the push of a 
front end loader was engaged. 


Even so, with the tide at its 
peak, the launch pulling and 
the loader pushing the half 
barge refused to budge. 

Operations were suspended 
for the day and a heavier 
“push,” a bulldozer, was en- 
gaged for the Friday.

Came Friday morning and 
‘the other half of the barge 
was delivered to the beach. 
The men in charge of opera- 
tions sat down to await high 
tide when the mighty bulil- 
dozer was due to arrive and 
assist in the launching. 

When all was ready for the 
big, event the same launch be- 
gan pulling, but what a diff- 
erence with the bulldozer. It 
just got behind the heavier 
half of the barge, gave it one 
push and moved it seawards. 


But why spend all that en- 
ergy pushing out one half and 
then have to come back for 
the second half. Both halves 
were lined up—one behind the 
other. The dozer brought up 
the rear of the procession and 
proceeded to push both parts 
of the barge out to sea. 

However, the barge made a 
last ditch stand and stuck on 
the final sandbar. By this 
time the ses was whipping in- 
to waves and “rocking the 
boat.” With the barge rock- 
ing and the launch pulling the 
determined dozer gave an ex- 
tra push and launched the 
barge. 


“The barge promptly took 
off into deep water catrying 
on board the bulldozer super- 
visor, who wanted to go back 
to_shore, not to Geelong. 

The dozer, pleased with its 
effort, slowly splashed its way 
back to dry land. The dozer 
supervisor, a little damper 
than when he arrived, was off- 
loaded on to the explosives 
pier and the barge went on 
its wet way to Geelong. Here 
it will be completed ready for 
trips around the Australian 
coast and across to New Zea- 
land,

“The council ‘has directed 
me to write to your counci) 
suggesting that it should 
adopt the recent proposal that 
the Australian flag should be 
given a name such as “The 
Southern Stars.”
